for though God, before he was born, defigres 
him to inherit the blefling, yet he ought to bave 
waied until the divine wildom opened the way, 
and not have anticipated God, and procured the 
lefling by an irregular act of hisown. Behcs, 
both of them, by this act, prefumed to limit the 
power of God, by thinking that a complication 
of frauds was neceflary for che accomplifhment of 
divine predictions.
